2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (pages 1 02-1 03), filed 1 2/1 6/2009, 
and filed 07/06/2010 with respect to claims 307-338 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 307-338 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-338 are allowed.

* All rejected claims have been amended to overcome the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 101 and 112, second paragraph; 

* The present invention provides a new method, apparatus and computer 
readable medium for approximating figure data with an image in the drawing of 
CG so that high-speed drawing is performed while maintaining a quality of the 
drawing (specification, col. 2, line 65 - col. 3, line 3).
